Subsequently the committee reported that they had waited upon the 
Governor, and he would communicate to the General Assembly in 
writing. 

A communication from the Governor was read, as follows : 
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GOVEKNOK'S OFFICE, 

KicHMOND, Va., January 23, 1901, 

To the General Assembly of Virginia: 

In obedience to the voice of the people, expressed at Jhe polls on 
the fourth Thursday in May last, and in accordance with a manifest 
desire of a majority of the people of the State, you have been con- 
vened in extra session to arrange for the assembling of a constitutional 
convention to remodel our organic laws. This duty will, I am sure, 
receive your first and most faithful attention, and the responsibilities 
it imposes will be met in the same wise and patriotic manner which 
has ever characterized the representatives of the people of Virginia. 

It is not within my province to outline the plan on which the con- 
vention should be organized. I am sure your own conclusions will 
be wise and best after you shall have given the subject due considera- 
tion. I would only urge that the strictest economy tje exercised, and 
a plan adopted which will be most economical, and at the same time 
consistent with a suitable representation of the varied interests of the 
State. I therefore take the liberty of urging as small a representa- 
tion as in the wisdom of the General Assembly may be deemed best. 
In view of the supreme importance of this question, and owing to the 
limited time of your session, I will bring to your attention only mat- 
ters demanding immediate consideration. 

I am glad to inform you that the affairs of the State are in good 
condition. The reports of the various 'departments show commend- 
able devotion to duty on the part of the ofiicers and various boards of 
managers of our State institutions. 

In my last message I had the honor to urge the necessity for the 
enlargement of the penitentiary. This is still a matter of pressing 
importance, and is a subject that is receiving a great deal of public 
attention. I am aware that the question has many perplexities, and 
calls for deliberation and debate. It is quite probable that during the 
limited time of an extra session that you may not be able to give to 
this subject the attention it deserves, and I would, therefore, suggest 
that a committee be appointed to investigate the Avhole matter, and 
report to the next session of the Legislature what would be best to do 
in regard to the enlargement of the penitentiary, and if so, on what 
plan, and to what extent. T am sure if a committee would investi- 
gate this question, especially during the hot summer months, and see 
the suffering and inconvenience and danger to which the prisoners are 
exposed on account of their crowded condition, they would yield to 
the reasonable demands of justice, and report in favor of some better 
oT-<:tPTn for caring for these unfortunate people. Quite a number are 
kq)t Mt the farm — all, in fact^ that can be spared from the contract 
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under which those in the penitentiary are worked, but it is impossible to 
relieve the congestion. I have thought that in view of future contin- 
gencies that may arise, and needs that do now exist, that it might be 
well for the State to sell the present farm and buy another somewhat 
nearer, either above or below the city, or else buy more land adjacent 
to that already owned, and that it might be best to remove the peni- 
tentiary building, or erect more buildings on the farm. If the pres- 
ent contract is continued, the farm and shoe shop could be operated to 
mutual advantage by having the two together. At different times the 
number of hands required in the shops and on the farm varies, and it 
might be that with judicious management that either one, when not 
pressed, could supply needed help to the other. There are certainly 
strong reasons why new buildings should not be attached to the old 
ones. They would soon become infested, and the torture to the 
prisoners would be as great in the new cells as is now felt in the old 
ones. New and modem cells that can be kept clean is one of the 
crying needs of the institution. The grounds upon which the build- 
ings now stand are valuable, and would go far towards defraying the 
expense of making a change, if removal should be deemed, advisable. 

This whole question could be thoroughly digested, and certainly 
more satisfactory information could be obtained by a committee than 
by the Legislature in the short period of its session, and especially 
with so many other matters demanding attention. The same com- 
mittee might also take into consideration the question of making 
needed repairs to the capitol, and arranging a convenient plan for 
heating that building, the library, and executive mansion. The neces- 
sity for these changes, and especially for the reroofing of the capitol, 
was urged in my last message, and T think on two former occasions 
by my predecessors. Only those who have made a close inspection of 
the building can form an idea of the pressing necessity for immediate 
attention, and I earnestly ask the members to realize before it is too 
late that something must be done if we wish to preserve this historic 
structure, so dear to the hearts of our people. This committee could 
also be empowered to dispose of or destroy the great quantity of old 
and useless publications which are endangering the building by their 
weight and inflammable nature. 

I would also suggest that the Legislature give consideration to pro- 
viding a more business-like system for the handling of the finances 
of the State, and of the counties, and a committee ?riight be appointed 
to make suggestions along this line. There is something wrong with 
a system under which officials can get far in arrears with the public 
funds, as have occurred in many counties of the State, and if the 
remedy can be supplied by legislative enactment it should be done 
without unnecessary delay. I might also add that there is not the 
same care exercised in providing checks on some of the State depart- 
ments that a private concern^ having due regard to business principles. 
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would require; and while we have been fortunate in having officers 
whose personal integrity has kept the State from loss, still it behooves 
the people's representatives to provide all proper safeguards to see 
that the public funds are expended along the lines for which they 
were collected. 

Since the adjournment of the last session of the Legislature the 
State has suffered the loss of two of its most worthy and distinguished 
officials. Judge John W. Riely^of the Supreme Court of Appeals, died 
on the 19th day of August, 1900, and Hon. Josiah Ryland, Second 
Auditor of Virginia, died October 15, 1900. I appointed Hon. A. A. 
Phlegar, of Montgomery county, to fill the vacancy occasioned by 
Judge Riely's death, to serve till thirty days after the meeting of the 
Legislature, and Judge John G. Dew, of King and Queen county, was 
appointed to fill the unexpired term of Mr. Kyland. Seldom has the 
State in so short a time been called upon to mourn the loss of two men 
who by common consent were acknowledged as so especially fitted for 
the places they filled. The well-roimded lives of these worthy offi- 
cials, and their high character, added additional incentives to choose 
worthy men to occupy their places. I felt that Judge Phlegar was 
pre-eminently the man to succeed Judge Riely, and I am sure that an 
inspection of his work will satisfy the members of the Legislature 
that Judge Dew is a most efficient and capable successor to the 
lamented Josiah Eyland. 

Judge George L. Dillard, of the county court of Henry, tendered 
his resignation on the 20th day of October, 1900, and I appointed Mr. 
N. E. Smith to fill the vacancy. 

Judge O. O. Gwathmey, of the county court of King William, was 
designated to hold the county court of King and Queen county until 
the vacancy occasioned by the resignation of Judge John G. Dew 
shall be filled. 

Invoking the guidance of the Giver of all wisdom upon your de- 
liberations, it is with confidence the people of Virginia await the 
patriotic discharge of the onerous duties that are upon you.

Whereas there is now before Congress a bill which was introduced 
by Mr. Wadsworth, of Ncav York, and is entitled H. E. ISTo. 96, which

Whereas the passage of this bill would be of very great advantage 
and benefit to the horticulturists and farmers of this State and of the 
entire United States ; therefore be it 

Resolved by the House of Delegates of Virginia (the Senate con- 
curring), That we respectfully but urgently request Congress to enact 
said bill H. "R. No. 96 at its present session, thereby freeing our fruit 
growers and farmers from the further introduction of insect pests, 
and preventing the distribution through interstate commerce of those 
already established ; and it is further 

Resolved, That the Governor of Virginia is hereby requested to im- 
mediately forward copies of these resolutions to the Honorable Presi- 
dent of the Senate and the Honorable Speaker of the House of Rep- 
resentatives.

Mr. Anderson offered the following joint resolution in relation 
to a proposed celebration of the three hundredth anniversary of the 
first permanent settlement of the continent of T^orth America by 
English-speaking people at Jamestown, in Virginia, May 13, 1607 : 

Whereas the first permanent settlement of the continent of North 
America by the English-speaking people was made at Jamestown, in 
Virginia, on the 13th day of May, in the year of our Lord one thou- 
sand six hundred and seven, by Christopher Newport, Bartholomew 
Gosnold, John Smith, and their companions ; and 

Whereas, after braving the perils of the great deep and encounter- 
ing the unknown dangers of a strange land, in illustration of the 
great virtues of free men, they there founded the great colony which 
has since become the illustrious Commonwealth of Virginia, and led 
the way to the founding of other colonies which likewise have grown 
into noble commonwealths ; and 

Whereas these commonwealths have all united into one grand 
government, founded upon the immutable principles of human rights 
and devoted to the liberty and happiness of man, and have expanded 
into one of the world's greatest nations — the high and mighty United 
States of America — ^be it, therefore, 

Resolved by the House of Delegates of Virginia (the Senate con- 
curring). That the three hundredth anniversary of the successful 
founding of the colony of Virginia and the establishment of the 
English-speaking people on the continent of North America — an event 
that marks an epoch in the history of the world — ought to be cele- 
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brated by the good people of this Commonwealth in some appropriate 
manner. 

Eesolved further, That in the opinion of this General Assembly 
the most fitting form for such a celebration would be to hold a^reat 
exposition in some one of the cities of Virginia, in which all our 
sister States, and if possible all the English-speaking peoples of the 
earth, shall be invited to participate, and Avhere shall be displayed 
the products of peace and the fruits of free institutions in all the 
realms of human ingenuity. 

Eesolved further. That the General Assembly of Virginia invites 
all the cities in her borders to consider of ways and means and to 
make such propositions to the General Assembly at its next session 
as will enable the General Assembly to determine that there will be 
a celebration of the anniversary herein referred to, the location 
thereof, and the proper representation of this Commonwealth therein, 
and at the same time enable it to invite the participation in such 
celebration of such States and peoples as may be determined upon.

collected for said year, giving the State, county, city, town, district, 
school and road tax separately, and it shall be the duty of the said 
clerk to return the statement with the above information or report to 
the Auditor within thirty days after they receive the blank from the 
Auditor, and shall receive for their services the sum of two dollars. 

2. Any clerk failing to return said report within thirty days after 
receiving same shall be fined not less than ten dollars nor more than 
fifty dollars. 

3. It shall be the duty of the Auditor of Public Accounts to pre-

COMMONWEALTH OF VIRGINIA, 

govebnob's office, 
KiCHMOND, Va., February 6, 1901. 

To the Oeneral Assembly of Virginia: 

I have the honor to herewith transmit for such action as you may 
deem necessary a copy of an act passed by the General Assembly of 
the State of Tennessee on the 23d day of January, 1901, and which 
has been duly certified by the Secretary of State of Tennessee, the 
title of which is : 

"An act to cede to the State of Virginia a certain narrow 'strip of 
territory, belonging to the State of Tennessee, lying between the 
northern boundary line of the city of Bristol, in the county of Sulli- 
van, and the southern boundary line of the city of Bristol, in the 
county of Washington, State of Virginia, being the northern half of 
the main street of the said two cities." 

If the Legislature deems it best to accept this territory, it is de- 
sirable that it should be done at as early date as possible. It will 
be in the province of the Legislature to guard against any possible 
waiver of right in case the boundary line between the tWo States 
should be ascertained to be south of the present line as claimed by 
the State of Tennessee as being the true line. In this connection I 
would state that by agreement between Governor McMillin of Ten- 
nessee and myself, and with the advice of the Attorney-General of 
each State, decree was allowed to be entered in the Supreme Court of 
the United States at the October term, 1899, in which it was ordered 
that commissioners be appointed to retrace, remark, and re-establish 
the boundary line between Virginia and Tennessee. The court ap- 
pointed, at the suggestion of the Governors of the two States, Mr. 
Andrew H. Buchanan, of Tennessee, and Captain J. B. Baylor, of 
Virginia, and Mr. William C. Hodgkins, of Massachusetts, as com- 
missioners to perform this work. This dispute over the boundary 
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line, and the failure to properly mark and designate it has caused 
much trouble and perplexity in the past, and on more than one occa- 
sion has been the cause of threatened conflicts between the authorities 
of the two States, 

The decree of the United States Court provides that the cost of re- 
marking the line shall be shared equally by the two States. Tennes- 
see has made the necessary appropriation for paying her share of the 
expenses, and I would earnestly urge that a sum sufficient be appro- 
priated by Virginia to meet the part she is to bear. I am informed 
by Captain Baylor that it is estimated that to have the line properly 
run and marked will cost something like ten thousand dollars. I 
would therefore recommend an appropriation of five thousand dol- 
lars, or so much thereof as may be needed, for this purpose.

mond, Fredericksburg and Potomac Railroad Company; and 

Whereas it is stated by the president of the Seaboard Air Line Rail- 
way (Company in a letter addressed to the Governor of this State, 
dated February 9, 1901, that a plan ha^been considered and approved 
by the Seaboard Air Line Railway for the acquisition of the same 
privileges and advantages over the line of the said Richmond, Fred- 
ericksburg and Potomac Railroad Company as those enjoyed by other 
railway companies doing business over the same ; and 

Whereas it is important to intelligent action by this House upon 
the bill now. under consideration for the repeal of ihe charter of said 
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Kichmond and Washington Air Line Kailway Company for this 
House to be placed in full possession of all the facts concerning any 
contract, agreement, or understanding which may have been made 
between the Richmond, Fredericksburg and Potomac Railroad Com- 
pany and the Seaboard Air Line Railway Company since the passage 
of the charter of incorporation aforesaid ; and 

Whereas this State is largely interested in said Richmond, Fred- 
ericksburg and Potomac Railroad Company, and has a right to a full 
disclosure of the contracts, agreements, and business arrangements of 
said company ; therefore be it 

Resolved, That the Richmond, Fredericksburg and Potomac Rail- 
road Company is hereby requested to furnish forthwith to this House 
a detailed statement of any contract, agreement, understanding, or 
change in rates or traffic arrangements which may have been had by 
said Richmond, Fredericksburg and Potomac Railroad Company with 
the said Seaboard Air Line Railroad Company, or any of its as- 
sociated companies, or with any other company bearing upon the in- 
terests of the said Seaboard Air Line Railway Company since the 
passage of the aforesaid act to incorporate the Richmond and Wash- 
ington Air Line Railway Company.

My answer is that no contract, agreement, understanding or change 
in rates or traffic arrangements between this company and the Sea- 
board Air Line Company, or any of its associated companies, or with 
any other company, bearing upon the interests of said Seaboard Air 
Line Railway Company, now exists or has at any time existed other 
than those which I now set forth in full.

Memorandum of an agreement, made this 16th day of December, 
1899, by and between the Richmond, Fredericksburg and Potomac 
Railroad Company, for itself and its leased lines, party of the first 
part, and the Raleigh and Gaston Railroad ("^ompany, on behalf of 
itself, its leased, associated and operated lines, constituting and com- 
posing the Seaboard Air Line system, party of the second part, rela- 
tive to traffic over the line of the party of the first part between a point

at or near the third mile post of the Richmond, Fredericksburg and 
Potomac Railroad and Quantico, in both directions. 

1. The party of the first part will accept the traffic of the party of 
the second part, and forward and transport the same over its lines on 
the same terms and conditions that similar traffic, during the ex- 
istence of this contract, is handled for the Atlantic Coast Line. 

2. The Richmond, Fredericksburg and Potomac Railroad Company, 
party of the first part, agrees to accord to the Raleigh and Gaston 
Railroad Company, its leased, associated and operated lines as afore- 
said, equal facilities with its competitors in the matter of through 
train service, both passenger and freight. 

3. This agreement will take effect February 1, 1900, and continue 
for twelve (12) months from the inception of operations under it, 
and thereafter, provided that six (6) months' formal notice to termi- 
nate it may be given by either party after the expiration of the first 
six months subsequent to such inception. 

SPECIFICATIONS. 

1. The delivery point or junction, and the transfer of trains, shall 
be at or upon a siding to be constructed by the party of the first part 
adjacent to the main line of the Richmond, Fredericksburg and Po- 
tomac Railroad, and upon its right of way, at or near the third mile 
post, and as may be arranged in detail hereafter for the mutual con- 
venience of the parties hereto ; and trains delivered at said junction 
shall, north of the delivery point or junction, be operated by the party 
of the first part, and south of said point shall be operated by the 
party of the second part. ' 

2. Master car builders' rules as to the interchange of cars, whether 
single or in trains, shall prevail as between the parties hereto. 

3. In the formation of schedules, the party of the first part shall, 
control the figures and prescribe the movements over its own line, 
having due regard to its own convenience and interest first, and then 
to the convenience of each of its southern connections, without dis- 
crimination in favor of or against either. 

4. The gross revenue on all freight and passenger traffic originat- 
ing at Richmond for points north thereof, or ending at Richmond 
from points north thereof, shall accrue to the Richmond, Fredericks- 
burg and Potomac Railroad Company and its northern connections, 
except that allowances made for transfer at Richmond shall accrue 
to the party of the second part if it performs the transfer service for 
which such allowances are made. 

5. It is understood that the revenue to the party of the first part 
from through mails, through express matter, through passengers, or 
throngh freights delivered to it by the party of the second part, or de- 
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livered by the party of the first part at the junction aforesaid to the 
party of the second part, shall be the same as if it were delievered by 
or to the Atlantic Coast liine at Byrd street station or at the southern 
terminus of its James river branch, except that the so-called arbi- 
traries allowed for transfer at Kichmond shall accrue to the party of 
the second part if it performs the transfer service for which such arbi- 
traries are allowed. 

6. The details of operation of the through passenger line shall be in 
accordance with the terms and conditions now in effect by agreement 
between the parties hereto, or with any agreement between the party 
of the first part and the Atlantic Coast Line. 

7. It is understood that each iJarty is, in good faith, to endeavor 
to promote the interest of the other so far as is practicable within the 
scope of this contract, without prejudice or favor to its other con- 
nections. 

8. In case of a difference of opinion or dispute between the first 
and second parties as to the interpretation of this agreement, or in any 
matter arising out of the operations conducted under it or because of 
it, no action at law or suit in court shall be instituted until the award 
is had of a board of arbitration herein provided for, except to enforce 
said award, which shall be final and conclusive between the parties to 
the same. Said board shall be constituted as follows : 

Within thirty days after the written notice given by either party 
to the other, each party shall appoint an arbitrator, and the said two 
arbitrators shall, if necessary to a conclusion, have the power, and 
it shall be their duty, within sixty days from their appointment, to 
appoint a third, and a decision of the majority of a board so consti- 
tuted shall be regarded as the decision of the board; and if, within 
the said thirty days, either of the parties shall neglect, fail or refuse 
to appoint an arbitrator as required; then the other may appoint an 
arbitrator to represent the delinquent party, whose opinion shall be 
equally binding as if appointed by the delinquent party aforesaid; 
and in case of failure on the part of said board of arbitration or any 
of them to act within ninety days after the date of notice given as 
aforesaid, a new board may, at the option of either party, be de- 
manded, and, within thirty days after such demand in writing, shall 
be constituted after the same manner and governed as provided for 
the first board, and with the same power to decide ; but no person so 
previously appointed as an arbitrator shall be reappointed to act on 
the same question.

Memorandum of an agreement between the Seaboard Air Line Rail- 
way Company, party of the first part, and the Richmond, Fredericks- 
burg and Potomac Railroad Company, party of the second part, as to 
the temporary arrangement for running the trans of the party of th^ 
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first part via Doswell and the Eichmond, Fredericksburg and Poto- 
mac Railroad to Quantico and return, to take effect June 1, 1900. 

Whereas it is proposed by the Seaboard Air Line Railway Com- 
pany, pending the completion of its line between its Richmond termi- 
nus and its junction near the third mile post of the Richmond, Fred- 
ericksburg and Potomac Railroad, to run its through passenger trains 
over the line of the Chesapeake and Ohio Railway via Doswell and 
the Richmond, Fredericksburg and Potomac Railroad to Quantico 
and return, with its own engines and in charge of its own crews, upon 
such schedule as may, from time to time, be agreed upon by the par- 
lies to this agreement ; and 

Whereas it is the intention of the Richmond, Fredericksburg and 
Potomac Railroad Company, party of the second part, to arrange for 
such operation upon the terms and conditions hereinafter set forth ; 

It is agreed. That in consideration of the sum of one dollar paid by 
each of the companies hereto to the other, respectively, the receipt of 
which is hereby acknowledged, and of the covenants herein contained, 
the parties hereto agree with each other as follows : 

First. The conduct of the trains aforesaid, of their officers, opera- 
tives and crews, and their duties in every respect shall, while upon the 
Richmond, Fredericksburg and Potomac Railroad, conform to and be 
performed under the rules, orders and control of the officers of the said 
party of the second part in the same manner and to the same extent 
as if such trains were exclusively operated by the second party ; and 
the said officers of the second party are to be the judges of such per- 
formance, and may prohibit any person or persons employed by the 
first party from performing any functions on these trains while upon 
the Richmond, Fredericksburg and Potomac Railroad. 

Second. The terms of payment for the service of the aforesaid 
trains upon the Richmond, Fredericksburg and Potomac Railroad 
shall be twenty (20) cents per train mile, to be paid by the party of 
the second part monthly, which shall include and cover the entire ex- 
pense for wages of crew, engine and other service (except car hire), 
and for materials and supplies of all kinds incidental to or arising 
out of the operation of the aforesaid trains of said railway. 

Car hire is to be computed at the following rates : 
Coaches, ------.----.-2 cents per mile. 

Combination baggage and passenger cars, - - - 2 cents per mile. 
Baggage, express, and mail cars, - 1 cent per mile. 

The distance between Doswell and Quantico is to be computed as 
fifty-seven (57) miles, and no switching of engines, cars or trains is to 
be computed or allowed for. 

The party of the second part w^ill furnish a pilot to accompany the 
trains of the party of the first part between Doswell and Quantico at 
the expense of the party of the first part. 

Third. No claim shall be made by either party for detention of 
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the trains of the other by train orders or by interruption to the track, 
defective signals, train wrecks, disabled machinery, of structures, 
crowded tracks or terminals, or by unforseen causes ; and it is further 
agreed that j^recedence shall be had by passenger trains of the party 
of the second part over the trains aforesaid of the party of the first 
part. 

Fourth. The division of revenue from the trains aforesaid shall be 
in accordance with paragraphs 4 and 5 of an agreement dated Decem- 
ber 10, 1899, between the Kichmond, Fredericksburg and Potomac 
Ilailroad Company, for itself and its leased lines, and the Raleigh 
and Gaston Railroad Company, on behalf of itself, its leased, associ- 
ated and operated lines (constituting and composing the Seaboard 
Air Line system), relative to traffic over the line of the Richmond, 
Fredericksburg and Potomac Railroad between a point at or near the 
third mile post and Quantico, in both directions, just as if said trains 
were received and delivered by said Richmond, Fredericksburg and 
Potomac Railroad Company at the said point at or near the third 
mile post. 

Fifth. Tn case of a difference of opinion or dispute between the 
first and second i>arties as to the interpretation of this agreement, or 
in any matter arising out of the operations conducted under it or be- 
cause of it, no action at law or suit in court shall be instituted until 
the award is had of a board of arbitration herein provided for, except 
to enforce such award, which shall be final and conclusive between 
the parties to the same. Said board shall be constituted in the man- 
ner provided by paragraph G of the agreement dated December 16, 
1809, above referred to. 

In witness whereof the parties hereto have caused this agreement 
to be signed by the presidents of said companies, respectively, at- 
tested by the secretaries of said companies, respectively, and have 
caused their corporate seals to be set thereto, the agreement being exe- 
cute! in duplicate this 29th day of May, 1900.

Note. — The signatures to the above agreement were never attached, 
but the operations were conducted under its forms from June 3, 1900, 
to June 30, 1900, inclusive. On the latter date, the junction contem- 
plated in the original agreement had been effected, and operations 
under that agreement commenced July 1, 1900. 

Mr. Anderson, from the conference committee on the disagreeing 
votes of the tw^o houses on House bill x^o. 177, presented the following 
report : 

To the Senate and House of Delegates of Virginia: 

Your committee begs leave to make the following report and recom- 
mendations in the matter of the disagreeing votes of the two houses 
on the bill providing for the selection of delegates to the constitutional 
convention : 

I. They recommend that House bill i^o. 177 be adopted by both 
houses with the following modification — to wit : 

1. The House of Delegates recedes from its determination to re- 
quire separate ballot boxes and ballots for the election of delegates to 
the constitutional convention, and to adopt the provisions of the 
Senate bill Jfo. 2 in lieu thereof, and therefore the House agrees to 
strike out sections 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, and 8 of House bill No. 177, and to 
substitute in place thereof section 2 of Senate bill No. 2, which is in 
the following words — to wit : 

"Section 2. The ballots to be used in said election shall be fur- 
nished by the respective electoral boards of the counties and cities of 
the Commonwealth, and the election of delegates to the convention 
shall in all respects be in accordance with the general election laws of 
the Commonwealth for the election of members of the General As- 
sembly, except as hereinafter provided." 

2. The House provisions for separate ballots and boxes having been 
adopted because of the necessity which otherwise exists of amending 
the so-called Parker election laws, and the Senate conferrees coinciding 
in the opinion of the House that such an amendment is necessary in 
aid of the provisions of Senate bill No. 2, section 2, it is agreed to 
recommend that section 20 of the act approved March 4, 1896, en- 
titled an act to amend and re-enact an act entitled an act to provide for 
a method of voting by ballot, approved March 6, 1894, be repealed by 
the General Assembly by special bills to be introduced in the two 
houses in the event this report is concurred in. 

3. Section 9 of House bill 177 shall be numbered section 3, and all 
the sections following shall be numbered consecutively in accordance 
with the new Slumbering of section 9, except that the section num- 
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bered.22 in the House bill as printed shall be numbered section 12, 
and the section numbered 18 in said House bill as printed shall be 
numbered section 13, and the sections following thereafter shall be 
numbered consecutively in accordance with this chang-e, excepting the 
section of the printed House bill numbered section 22, which has 
heretofore been provided for. 

4. The following changes have been agreed upon in section 4 (old 
section 10) of House bill 177 : 

(a) Page 4, line 16, strike out the word 'Hwo" and insert in its 
place ''one/' 

(b) Page 5, lines 27 and 28, strike out the words ''and Franhlin," 

(c) Page 6, line 48, strike out the words "two delegates'' and in- 
sert the words "one delegate" in place thereof. 

(d) Page 6, line 49, strike out the word "three" and insert in its 
place the word "two." 

(e) Page 6, line 49, strike out the words "two delegates' and in- 
sert the words "one delegate" in place thereof. 

5. Section 12 (numbered 22 in printed bill) of House bill 177, 
page 12, line 4, of the bill as printed, the House agrees to strike out 
the words "people of this" and insert in lieu thereof the words "quali- 
fied voters of the" and in line 5, after the word "Commonwealth" to 
insert the words "as a whole, or by separate articles or sections, as the 
convention may determine." 

6. Section 13 (old number 18), page 10, line 3, of the bill as 

pinted, insert after the word "amended" the words "or article , 

section , of the constitution, as revised and amended." 

(b) Section 13 (old number 18), page 10, line 7, after, the word 
"ballot" insert the words "or in the event any such articles or sections 
are submitted separately, then beneath the words indicating such arti- 
cles or sections shall be printed in like manner the words "for ratify- 
ing," "for rejecting," which shall be on two separate lines and in 
such type as is provided in the general law. 

(c) Section 13 (old number 18), page 10, line 8, after the word 
constitution insert the words "or of any article or section separately, 
submitted." 

(d) Same section, page 10, line 10, after the word constitution in- 
sert the words "or of any article or section separately submitted." 

7. Section 15 (old section 20), page 11, line 9, after word "consti- 
tution" insert the words "or votes cast for ratifying arti- 
cle, section, of the constitution, as revised and amended, 

votes cast for rejecting article, section, of the constitution 

as revised and amended. 

8. Section 16 (old section 21), lines 2 and 3, strike out the words 
"the returns of the votes cast for ratifying and for rejecting said 
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revised and amended constitution,'^ and insert in place thereof the 
words '^said returns."
